The Sov iets responded to the 
U.S. and British annou ncements 
this week ex tending the Western 
ban on nu clear tests at least tor 
the rest of ths y ear. 


The S o v i s t gov ernment has 
made official a pledge giv en Au g. 
IO by Prem ier Nikita Khru shchev . 
He told a British clergy man In a 
letter then that the Sov iets were 
“ ready to accept the most solemn 
obligations not to be the first to 
condu ct any fu rther tests ai nu ­ 
clear weapons.’’ 


Bu t the Sov iets’ statement Fri­ 
day night emphasized that they 
wou ld be “ free from this pledge” 
if any Western flowers carry ou t 
weapons tests. 


Fram e is hu rry ing to join the 
nu clear clu b now ex clu siv ely the 
United States. Britain and the So­ 
v iet Union-and making plans for 
tests in the Sahara Desert 


The French hav e not disclosed 
their timetable for the tests.
